4,17 2 feet, abo ut 1,000 fern deeper than 
the famo us artesian well at St. Lo uis. 
While bo ring s and mines reveal to us 
o nly a few secrets relating so lely to the 
temperature and co nstitutio n o f the earth 
fo r a few tho usand feet belo w the sur­ 
face. we are able, hy means o f vo lcano es, 
to fo rm so me no tio n o f what is g o ing o n 
at g reater depths, 
There have been 
many theo ries abo ut the causes o f vo l­ 
cano es, 
but 
it

g enerally 
held that tho ug h they are pro duced by 
the intense heat o f the interio r o f the 
earth 
they 
are 
no t 
directly 
co n­ 
nected with the mo lten mass that lies 
many miles belo w the immediate so urces 
o f vo lcanic energ y. 
Everybo dy kno ws 
that many ro cks are fo rmed o n the flo o r 
o f the o cean, and it has been fo und that 
I a twentieth to a seventh o f their weig ht 
is made up o f impriso ned water. 
No w, 
these ro cks are buried in time under 
o verlaying strata which 
serve 
as a 
blanket to keep in the eno rmo us heat o f 
the interio r. 
This heat turns the water 
into super heated steam, 
which melts 
the hardest ro cks, aud when the steam 
finds a fi>sure in the strata abo ve, it 
breaks thro ug h to the surface with ter­ 
rific energ y, and we have a vo lcano . We 
find that these o utpo uring s that have 
lain fo r co untless ag es many tho usands 
o f feet belo w the surface 
are well 
adapted to serve the purpo ses o f man. 
Many a vineyard flo urishes o n the vo l­ 
canic ashes fro m Vesuvius, and vo lcanic 
mud has clo thed the hill* o f New Zeal­ 
and with tine fo rests and its plains with 
luxuriant verdure. 
The mo st wo nderful 
display o f the results o f vo lcanic energ y 
is seen in the no rthwestern co rner o f o ur 
o wn laud, a reg io n o f lo fty fo rests and

Crawling 
in the sand they are scarcely no ticeable, 
but ag ainst a darker g ro und they lo o k 
very pretty. 
Their heads and tails arc 
fring ed w ith spikes, and there is a circle 
o f these o n their backs. 
They have been 
put in the snakes’ cag e, where, if they 
were o rdinary juicy g arden to ads, they 
wo uld so o n be dig ested, but being ho rned 
lizards they are in no such dang er. 
The 
Go ssiper has o ften seen these ho rned 
fro g s in Texas, and po ndered o ver the 
curio us co nstructio n o f their internal 
a flairs, which enables them to survive an 
indefinite leng th o f time witho ut fo o d. 
In 1M7H in Deniso n o ne o f these to ads, 
which had no t eaten a bite fo r thirteen 
mo nths, was exhibited alive to the Io wa 
Press Asso ciatio n, then o n an excursio n.

“ Of all the many kinds o f cro co diles,’ 
aid a scientist co nnected with the Smitli- 
Vmian Institutio n to a Star repo rter, 
“there are o nly two really dang ero us 
nan eating 
varieties 
bo th 
o f 
them 
belo ng ing to Asia, o ver which co ntinent 
they are widely distributed. 
They are 
brackish 
water 
saurians, 
inhabiting 
the 
rivers 
near 
the 
sea, 
and 
they so metimes g ro w to be as much as 
eig hteen feet in leng th. 
One reaso n 
why they are so dang ero us is that they 
are g iven to hiding , never do ing mo re 
than to po ke a no se and an eye abo ve 
water, so that o ne mig ht live fo r so me 
time alo ng side a po o l infested with them 
and yet no t suspect their presence. 
The 
wo rst o f all cro co diles are o f tlie kind 
kno wn to science as the ‘Po ro sus,’ fro m 
the remarkable ro ug hness o f their heads. 
“ Speaking o f the way the cro co dile 
has o f flo ating with o nly an eye and a 
no se abo ve the surface,reminds me o f a 
wo nderful pro visio n which nature has 
made fo r the animal’s co nvenience. 
In 
seizing a duck, fo r instance, and swab 
lo wing it, the creature wo uld be cho ked 
by the water were it no t fo r the fact that 
its palate so acts as to fo rm a plug fo r 
the windpipe, and thus keeps the fluid 
o at while the mo rsel passes do wn the 
alimentary canal. 
So me o ther peculiar­ 
ities o f structure the g reat lizard has 
- amo ng them a heart with fo ur chain 
bers to it. 
1 he lo wer jaw is so arrang ed 
mechanically, being attached to a pro ­ 
cess extending backward fro m the skull, 
as to g ive it an extrao rdinary g ape, like 
that o f a snake. 
Hero do tus, who was 
no anato mist, was led o n this acco unt to 
assert that ‘the cro co dile,’ unlike all 
o ther animals, ‘o pens its upper jaw ,’ as 
well as its lo wer o ne. 
The teeth replace 
themselves in a curio us way, so that 
when o ne is lo st ano ther o ue g ro ws up 
iu the Sam e so cket. 
“ \* V1 have o ften read abo ut a cro co ­ 
dile's tiling a man in half o r chewing 
his leg o tt; but that is no t the way in 
Which the beast o perates. 
Its teeth are 
made fo r seizing prey and no t fo r cutting 
it. 
Co nsequently when it g ets ho ld o f 
a man o r any o ther animal to o big to 
swallo w who le it plants the tidbit in the 
mud and leaves it there until it has be­ 
co me sutliciently deco mpo sed to tear 
apart. 
The 
female 
lays eg g s—fro m 
twenty to sixty in number and each o ne 
Inclo sed in a shell—in ho les made in the 
g aud o r mud by the side o f river o r la­ 
g o o n, where they are usually left to be 
hatched by the heal o f the sun. 
It is 
the habit o f the allig ato r, ho wever—a 
fio rt o t cro c o dile exelvsively belo ng ing 
to America—-to make a hillo ck, which it 
ho llo ws o ut and fills with leaves and 
ether decaying veg etable matter, where­ 
in, by the heat g enerated in the deco m­ 
po sing mass, the eg g s are incubated. 
“ On quitting the eg g s the infant cro c­ 
o diles are led to the water by the mo ther, 
who feeds them with fo o d which she 
h?rself disg o rg es ami o therwise sho ws 
g ?eat so licitude fo r their safety. 
The 
male ty.kes no part in rearing the yo ung , 
bstt is said, o n the co ntrary, t o attack 
and devo ur them w hen he can. 
Fishes 
and turftles are also very fo nd o f yo ung 
o fo eo diirt's, and even by human being s 
the eg g s, in reg io ns where they are 
fo und, 
no twithstanding 
their musky 
flavo r, are much prized as a co mestible, 
being nearly as larg e as tho se o f u 
g o o se. 
“ Of co urse every o ne has heard, what 
is quite true, o f the bird—a small black- 
hi*» ded plo ver—which is welco med by 
th*i cro co dile as a g uest who w ill rid its 
mo uth o f leeches by walking in and 
peeking them o ut. Humbo ldt, the g reat 
naturalist, speaks o f having frequently 
seen the hug e reptiles lying basking in 
the sunshine “ with o pen jaws, mo tio n­ 
less, their unco uth bo dies co vered with 
birds. 
Even the flesh o f cro co diles is 
o ften eaten as fo o d, tho ug h Euro pean 
epicures have declared that it has a co m­ 
bined flavo r o f ro tten fish and musk. 
“ The cro co dile o f the Nile was re­ 
g arded by the ancient Eg yptians as a 
divinity. 
At Memphis and o ther cities 
temples were raised in its ho no r, where 
live cro co diles were kept, and the sacred 
reptiles were reared with the g reatest 
care, fed luxurio usly and ado rned with 
co stly trinkets. 
They were made per­ 
fectly tame and to o k part in the relig io us 
pro cessio ns aud o ther ceremo nies per­ 
fo rmed in then ho no r. 
When dead 
their bo dies were embalmed, and exten­ 
sive cataco mbs tilled with such reptilian 
mummies 
have been 
disco vered 
at 
Maabdeh. 
“ Where 
the 
dang ero us cro co diles 
abo und the natives have a very elTective 
metho d o f taking them, fastening upo n 
the end o f a stro ng ro pe a piece o f wo o d 
sharply pJnted at bo th ends, with meat 
bait wrapped aro und it. 
The reptile, 
when the bait U thro wn into the water, 
swallo ws it who le; a stro ng jerk bv the 
fisherman fixes the wo o den co ntrivance 
cro sswise in tin; thro at o r sto mach, and 
it o nly remains to pull the beast to sho re 
uml dispatch him with a bullet in the 
eye o r a knife thrust behind the fo rearm, 
taking care to keep clear o f the swing o f 
his fo rmidable tail meanwhile. 
Cro co ­ 
dile leather is valuable—likewise the 
creature’s teeth, which are o f very g o o d 
ivo ry—and the neg ro es o f the So uthern 
Mississippi are said to be extremely fo nd 
o f the flesh o f the allig ato r's tail. 
“ During the perio d when the cro co dile 
was wo rshiped by Cleo patra’s lo yal sub­ 
jects as a g o d the inhabitants o f so me o f 
the Eg yptian cities, such as Apo llin- 
o po lis, believed quite the co ntrary, and 
were o f the o pinio n that the beast was an 
incarnatio n o f the devil himself. 
They 
used t? g o upo n annual lmnts fo r the 
creatures, slaying them by tho usands and 
o iTering them as sacrifices. 
In Flo rida 
there are two varieties o f cro co diles as 
well as five varieties o f allig ato rs. 
It is 
said that in Lo uisiana and Flo rida the 
allig ato r is the inmate o f many lo nely 
swamp d w e llin g s and is so metimes used 
fo r the purpo ses o f a watch do g , fre­ 
quently emitting a so rt o f barking so und. 
Ag es ag o cro co diles twenty feet in leng th 
o r mo re were co mmo n in the reg io n o f 
the Po to mac, and it wo uld have been 
dang ero us then to bathe in the waters 
hereabo ut.”

Steadman Co e, o f Ware, thinks he has 
the best all-ro und do g In America, bar 
no ne. He is a rem arkably larg e, heavy 
Eng lish po inter o f very hig h breed, aud 
rejo ices in the co ncise and barky name 
o f Jo e Go t4, says a writer in the .Spring ­ 
field Republican. 
When Jo e wan a small do g his o wner, 
who is an enthusiastic bicyclist, b^- 
co ming disco urag ed by the many hills 
aro und Ware, beg an co nsidering the 
pro blem o f s» « ‘uring so me so rt o f a 
po rtable dynamo to aid him in his hill 
climbing . 
Being quite expert In the 
handling o f animals, lie decided to use 
Jo e in this capacity. He had a special 
harness co nstructed fo r the dug and 
beg an training him immediately. 
Jo e 
to o k kindly to the idea, and the exer­ 
cise ag rw d with him. 
He was fed 
freely and g rew with g reat bo unds, 
the wo rk causing his hind quarters to 
Increase with special rapidity until they 
were marked wdth lumps o f well-hard­ 
ened muscle, and appeared mo re after 
the g eneral pattern o f a small ho rse 
than a do g . 
The metho d o f o perating Jo e is very 
simple. 
His harness co nsists o f a 
breast plate, a surcing le to ho ld it in 
place, and a strap extending do wn the 
backbo ne and (‘tiding in a ring at the 
base o f tin4 tail. 
The ta-st o f the ap­ 
paratus co nsists o f a strap abo ut fo ur 
feet lo ng with a snap bo o k at the fur­ 
ther end, the strap being attached to 
the steering jx» 8t o f the bicycle, and 
when no t in use wrapped aro und the 
handle bars. 
When a hill is reached 
Mr. Co o whistles to Jo e, and the po inter 
co mes up alo ng side and allo ws the ho o k 
to be snapped into the ring o n the har­ 
ness witho ut co mpelling the rid« 4r to 
dismo unt. He then jum ps fo rw ard and 
pulls up the hill, dro pping back at Hie 
to p to 1«* lo o sened ag ain. 
The hun­ 
dred-mid po unds o f acti ve do g is a wo n­ 
derful assistance, and 
with a fair 
amo unt o f wo rk by the rider deprives 
the steepest Hill o f its terro rs. Tin* ani­ 
mal takes the hill in a stro ng g allo p, 
being able apparently to use his weig ht 
better in successive lung es, and also 
being evidently anxio us to g o t his wo rk 
do ne. In this way a hill was taken at 
a rate almo st as fast as a level between 
the do g and the rider, and in fact tlie 
do g will take a mo derate-sized hill 
alo ne, with the rider’s feet o n the co ast­ 
ing liars, tho ug h Mr. Co e rarely subjects 
him to such a strain. Mr. <’o e has o ften 
taken his do g with him o n trips o f 
twenty-five miles o r mo re himI the do g 
apparently is no t at all tired.

Indianapolis, July 29.—The b oard of 
directors of the grain growers’ de­ 
partment of the American Society of 
Equity , the organization which is try ­ 
ing to control the price of farm pro­ 
ducts, decided, after a two day s’ ses­ 
sion, to place the minimum selling 
price on the 1907 crop of wheat at 
$1.25 a b ushel. 
The word now goes 
forth to the thousands of wheat grow­ 
ers all over the spring and winter 
wheat sections of the country to hold 
on to their stores until the market 
price has b een lifted to this coveted 
figure. This is the highest price ever 
demanded b y this organization, which 
has b een steadily growing in mem­ 
b ership during the last two y ears. 
The officials of this organization, 
while they do not make claim that 
the government crop report of July 
1, predicting a crop of wheat this 
y ear in the neighb orhood of 634,000,* 
000 b ushels, was manipulated in the 
interest of market speculators, declare 
that the figures are far from correct. 
They figure that this y ear’s wheat 
crop will b e no larger than that of 
1904, when 556,000,000 b ushels were 
harvested. On that crop the American 
Society of Equity placed a minimum 
selling price of $1.20 a b ushel and 
the average price in Chicago on that 
crop was $1.16, and the society claims 
much of the credit for the strength 
of the market on that crop. 
The officials declare that their or­ 
ganization is so much more effective 
at this time than it was then that 
it will b e easier to force the market 
to $1.25 a b ushel b y controlling the 
market than it was to force the ad­ 
vance1 to $1.20 in 1904.

an increase in school b onds of $1,318,- 
650. 
The increase in improvement 
b onds this year in $17,658.22. 
The 
increase in the net deb t of Indiana 
cities over last year is $1,574,245.47. 
Tho greater part of this increase is 
due to the school 
indeb tedness of 
cities which am ounts to $1,318,650. 
These figures show that the school 
corjiorations of Indiana cities have 
made rapid improvements in the way 
of acquiring additional school prop­ 
erties. 


The office of the secretary of state 
is still having troub le with corpora­ 
tions who fail to ob serve the rules in 
sending in their first annual reports 
as required b y the corporation act 
passed b y the last legislature.

The whole state has b een 
aroused ov< r the case and the Indi­ 
ana officials have also b een involved, 
while fed* ral interference has b een 
sought on b ehalf of Powers on a 
claim tha 1 the b itterness in his home 
state was such that a fair trial was 
impossib le. 
It is estim ated that it will require 
at least a week to secure a jury and 
then if it cannot b e secured in Scott 
county, Franklin or Owen counties 
will prob ab ly b e called upon to fur­ 
nish a special jury panel. 
Powers has b een confined in various 
jails of the state since Feb ruary, 1900, 
when he was arrested here as he 
w’as b oarding a train for his home in 
the mountains of Knox county. 
He 
was wearing a soldier’s uniform and 
a full b eard covered his face. 
When 
searched a pardon for the Goeb el m ur­ 
derer, signed b y W. S. Taylor as gov­ 
ernor, was found in his pocket. 
This 
had great weight with the juries, who 
argued that it was conclusive evidence 
of his guilt. 
Powers and his friends, 
however, m aintained that this is no 
evidence of his guilt, b ut that it would 
have b een madness to have remained 
longer in Frankfort without protection 
and that Taylor knew he was ac­ 
cused of the Goeb el m urder and knew' 
that a pardon signed b y him as gov­ 
ernor would b e honored outside of 
the lower part of the state.

s t r ang e whim on the part of a in men is placed at 155,000. 
Of these 
widow, of Kent, England, has caused ; 80,000 were killed on the field of battle, 
considerable comment. 
8he frequently 
changes her residence, and on each re­ 
moval changes the burial place oi her 
late husband. 
Two years ago he died in 
Portsmouth, and was there buried. 
She 
moved to Highgate, aud had her husband 
exhumed and brought to the Highgate 
Cemetery.

Crimean war, $2,000,000,• 
| 000; Italian war of 1859, $300.000,000; 
Prusso-Danish war of 1864, $35,000,000; 
civil 
war 
(North), 
$5,100,000,000, 
(South), $2,300.000,000; Prusso Austri­ 
an war of 1866, $330,<¡00,000; 
Russo* 
Turkish war. $125,000,000; South Afri* 
• can wars, $8,770,000; African war, $13,- 
250,000; S e r vo Bulgarian. $176,000,000. 
All these wars were murderous in the 
extreme. 
The Crimean war, in which 
few battles were fought, cost 750,000 
lives, only 50,OuO less than were killed 
1 or died of their wounds 
North 
and 
| South during the war of the rebellion. 
These figures, it must be remembered, 
are German, and might not agree 
pre­ 
cisely with American estimates. 
The 
Mexican and Chinese expeditious cost 
$200,000,000 and 65,000 lives. 
There 
were 250,000 
killed 
and 
mortally 
wounded during the Kusso-Turkish war, 
and 45,000 each iu the Italian war of 
1858 aud the war between Russia and 
Austria. 
Iu the other wars the loss of 
life was relatively leas, which did not 
make either the men or money easier to 
part with in the more limited areas where 
they occurred. 
All this is but apart of tic*accounting, 
since it does not include the million? ex­ 
pended during the last twenty years in 
maintaining the vast armaments of the 


employment uf so many millions of per- 
hous held for a period of military service 
extending from three to five years.—[San 
Francisco Chronicle.

Every bird is 
wo rth mo ney, and every bird makes its 
o wner mo ney. 
There are at least half a do zen o strich 
farms in So uthern Califo rnia. They have 
ceased to be a curio sity there, and eacli 
no w repres nts a co mmercial enterprise. 
Americans buy o ne-half the millio ns o t 
o strich feathers pro duced annually. It is 
estimated that this co untry ex pends $3,- 
00(1. Odd a year fo r these o rnaments. Each 
o strich when full gro wn yields a feather 
inco me o f fro m $200 to $8 00 per annum.

eggs at three years o f age, and pro duce 
fro m thirty to ninety eggs each annually. 
In So uth A I’riea nut il abo ut t hirty 
years 
ago the native's killed the o strich fo r his 
plumes. 
Since that date the do mesti­ 
cated birds have furnished mo st o f the 
leathers o f co mmerce. 
Each bird when fully gro wn has twen­ 
ty-live plumes o n ea h wing, with two 
ro ws o f flo ss feathers underneath. 
With 
the white plumes are a ro w o f lo ng 
feathers, ami under them are a smaller 
size. 
In the male these are black and 
in the female drab. 
The tail has also a 
tuft o f feathers similarly arranged.

first feathers are no t. usually as fine in 
quality, as large in size o r as great in 
quantity as tho se o f subsequent pluck- 
ings.
